a Perſon who. had, ſerv'd him, with great 
Zeal and Fidelity, and with; the moſt. Uni- 
verſal Teſtimony of all good Men that any? 
could receive- He us d leſs Applica- 
tion to the Partiament and Army than other 
Men, rely ing upon the Articles the Parlia- 
ment had fign'd to him; by which he had 
Liberty to ſtay ſo many Months in Engl 
and at the End thereof to tranſport himſel 
into the Parts beyond the Seas, if in the mean 
Time he made no Compoſition with the Par- 
liament; which he never intended to do;

About this Time, that is in October 1649, 
Mr. Seymour arriv'd in Ireland, and brought 
the Marqueſs of Ormond the Order of the 
Garter, and by him his Excellency ſent his 
Majeſty the following Account, viz. That 
Ireland could not poſſibly be preſerv'd without 
Succours; that he could not draw into the Field 
above 5000 Foot and 1500 Horſe, nor keep 
them long together, for Want of Neceſſaries ; 
that nevertheleſs there was no Want of Men, 
but of Maintenance for them; that the Plague 
was in Connaught; that the Iriſh and Engliſh 
Forces did not agree, &c. . 
Cyvrommpel, as was ſaid, march'd from Water- 
ford to Dungarvan, which Place he eaſily took, 
and then the Towns in the County of Cork, 
which were all inhabited and garriſon'd by 
Engliſhmen, who were all well affected to 
Rebellion, revolted at once, by the Means 
of the Lord. Broghil, Colonel Courtney, Sir 
Percy Smith and the Colonels Townſend, Fef- 
ford and Worden, and met Cromwell at White- 
Church near Dungarvan with 2500 Men drawn 
out of the Garriſons. This Piece of Trea- 
chery entirely diſſolv d all Confidence between 
the Engliſh and Jriſh, as well it might, and 
prov'd moſt advantagious to the Rebel Ge- 
neral, who without it muſt have taken a

long March back to Dublin, or elſe have 
ſent his Men thither by Sea, aboard the 
Fleet, which coaſted along as he march'd ; 
whereas by this Revolt he got excellent Win- 
ter Quarters in Cork, Bandon, Kin ſale, Tonghil 
and other Places. Thus were all the Lord 
Lieutenant's Meaſures broken, all the Pro- 
vince of Munſter loſt, and but ſmall Hopes 
left of retrieving it, conſidering the Rebels 
were conſtantly ſupply'd from England, where- 
as his Excellency had no Support from a- 
broad, Ireland quite exhauſted, and the Iriſh 
ſinking under ſo many Calamities, utterly 
unable to ſupport the Burden of the War. 

_ Notwithſtanding all theſe Difficulties, his 
Excellency ſtill kept ſome Forces together 
between Clonmel and Waterford, at which 
laſt Place he found the Governor, Lieutenant 
General Farrel and Colonel Wogan from Dun- 
cammon had form'd a Deſign upon Fort-Paſ- 
fage. Farrel accordingly march'd out, but 
it was not long before a Party of the Ene- 
my's Horſe was ſeen making towards Paſ- 
ſage, which the Marqueſs perceiving, he 
march'd out of the City with only 50 Horſe 
he had, and met Farrel's Foot flying; how- 
ever he drew up on an advantagious Piece 


of Ground, the Enemy believing him ſtrong-

Towards the latter End of February 1649, 
the Weather proving fair, Cromwell took the 
Advantage of the Seaſon and of the miſe- 
Table Condition the IJriſ were in, for want 
of all Neceſſaries, and drawing together his 


Forces out of their Winter Quarters, took 


Cahir, Kilfinin, Gowllabridge, Fethard, Caſbet,

Places 
and Caſtles. His Army being now rein-

How great a 
Part the Marqueſs of Ormond muſt reaſonably 
baue in that Felicity is eaſy to conceive, he 
having been ſo great a Sufferer from the Be- 
ginning, and run through ſuch infinite Ha- 
zards, and returning now to reap the Fruits 
of his Loyalty and Labours, in the higheſt 
Honours and Preferments the Crown had to 
beſtow. Accordingly in the firſt Chapter 
of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter after 
the Reſtoration, his Lordſhip was choſen 
Knight Companion, and ſoon after in- 
ſtall d at Windſor with the others choſen at 
the ſame Time.

Valour, that he was rather a true Pattern of 
Courteſy, free from all Pride and Vanity, as 
well as from the oppoſite Vices of Meaneſs, 
Fawning, and Affectation. The next Year 
being 1679, he was made Lord Chamberlain 
to the Queen, and in April 1680, ſworn of 
his Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy Council, 
but ſo much Goodneſs was more than the 
World deſerv'd, for this great and good Man 
was ſnatch'd away by a violent Fever at 
Whitehall, on the 30th of July the ſame Year.

Eſtate. He e Had been bred, as a Nobleman 
at Chriſt Church in Oxford, and on the 6th 
of September 1680, being preſented by the 
Orator, with a ſmall Hesch to the Vice- 
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Chancellor, he was created Maſter of Arts. 
Afterwards upon the Death of his Grand- 
father, he was unanimouſly Elected in his 
Room Chancellor of that Univerſity, in a 
Convocation. held on the 25th of July 1688, 
and inſtalbd at his Houſe in St. James s Square 
on the 23d of Auguſt following. The Re- 
yolution ſoon enſu'd within the ſame Year, 
and upon the landing of the Prince of Orange, 
the young Duke in his Zeal for the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, went away to him with the 
Prince of Denmark, and joyn'd his Highneſs 
at Sherburn. In Conſideration of which his 
early Declaration, and of his great Birth 
and Quality, King William, as ſoon as ad- 
vanc'd. to the Throne, made him one of his 
Gentlemen of the Bed- chamber, Knight of 
the Garter, and Captain of his Second Troop 


. of Guards. In this laſt Quality he went 


over the next Year 1689 to the Netherlands, 
and fſerv'd that Campaign as General of the 
Engliſh Cavalry, but had not then any con- 
ſiderable Opportunity to exert himſelf.

At the Beginning of the Vear 1691, the 
Duke went over into Holland with King 
William, where at an Interview between 


his Majeſty and the Elector of Bradenburg,

the ſaid Elector treated the King. The 
Campaign prov'd unactive till juſt the latter 
End, when King William having left the 
Army under the Command of Prince Wal- 
deck, the French {ell upon his Rear in their 
March, and having made a conſiderable 
Slaughter, left the reſt of the Confederate 
Army, which had paſs'd a little River to 
march away undiſturb d. No more need 
be ſaid of this Action, his Grace not being 
in it, as gone Two Days before with King 
William to Loo, and thence ſome Time af- 
ter into England.

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But the following Year 1693 made amends 
at the Battle of Landen by the French call'd

Before Cadiz could be beſieg d, it 
was neceſſary to take the Fort calbd Ma- 
tagorda, ſtanding on the Puntal, or Point of 
Land next to Port St. Mary, being one of 
thoſe that ſecure the Mouth of the Har- 
bour, without being Maſters of which the 
Fleet could not ride within. 4000 Engliſb 
and Dutch were ſent to attack that Fort, 
and 3 Batteries rais'd againſt it; but the 
Ground about it being very low, the Spa- 
niards made ſuch a terrible Fire from their 


Gallies in the Port, that the Engliſ and 


Dutch were oblig'd to deſiſt from the En- 
terpriſe, with conſiderable Loſs. The Ge- 
nerals then finding it impracticable to be- 


ſiege Cadiz, call'd a Council of War, and 


reſolvd to re- imbark the Troops, which 
was accordingly done on the 26th of Sep- 
tember, without any Difficulty, there being 
no Spaniſh Forces in the Field to- give them 
the leaſt. Diſturbance. Whilſt the Forces
